RACING MAGNATE?. 



An eastern writer says of come of the promi- 
nent turfmen who give dignity and high charac- 
ter to racing on the Jockey Club tracks :

“This is cheeriDg news, for it is reasonably 
certain that Mr. Vanderbilt will race horses in 
his own colors and become an active partici- 
pant in the affairs of racing. There are other 
wealthy men who visit the stables of their 
friends, where they ask many questions and 
•how a decided inclination to adopt racing as 
their outdoor recreation. 

“William C. Whitney, with bis enormous 
racing establishment, is thoroughly satisfied 
with bis investment and does not hesitate to 
communicate the fact to his wealthy friends. 

“Of all the men associated with racing in 
America James B. Haggin is far and away in 
the lead as the most extensive owner and 
breeder. Mr. Haggin has at least one hundred 
head cf horses in training in various stables. 
He does not attempt to make an enormous per- 
centage on his investment. He is satisfied if he 
can make both endB meet through the sales of 
yearlings and the winnings of his horses. 

“He is not likely to find fault should the ex- 
pense account exceed the receipts. 

“There is no man interested in racing in any 
country that takes a keener delight in the 
thoroughbred than JemeB B. Haggin. It is a 
pleasure to visit a paddock, or one of the 
•tables, in which the millionaire’s horses are 
quartered. Ha has the true sportsmans eye, 
and after once viewing a horse carefully, he 
will instantly recall him and identify him by 
his breeding, if he returns to the paddock er 
stable a week later. 

“He frequently selects yearlings by their 
characteristics, and is slmost unerring in nam- 
ing their sire; or, if the maternal line is the 
atronger, tells what mare the colt or filly may 
be out of. Mr. Haggin is of vast benefit to the 
turf. When racing was at its lowest ebb, hie 
liberal purchases at the sales kept up the 
prices, as well as the ccursge of many of the 
breeders, who were despondent at the outlook. 
As Mr. Haggin has been relieved of much of his 
business care, he will be a constant spectator 
at the races aext year, if bis health permits.” 

GOSSIP OF THE TURF. 



A ’Frisco scribs grew enthusiastic over the 
breeding of one of the yearlings in the Spreckels 
lot sold at San Francisco Thursday and wrote 
him up thus : 



“There is a colt to be sold next Thursday night 
at the Spreckels sale which will be a race horse. 
He is called Pegalong; his Biro is Creighton, out 
of Sweet Peggy (dam cf Bernardo, Pompino and 
Osric), by Eyrie Daly. This great mare has 
thrown nothing but winners. She is a half-sister 
of the dam of the famous Bninart, winner of the 
Burns Handicap. Her dam is a sister to Cousin 
Peggy, dam of the great Geraldine. This is one 
of the best racing families in America. Peg- 
along is numbered 33 and is certain to be a stake 
winner.” 

It is to be noted that the buyers did not 
apparently agree with this warm booBt, for, 
while Pegalong brought a fair price, a number 
of the other yearlings sold for better. It will be 
of interest to keep track of this youngster to 
observe whether the scribe er the porchasets 
were right in their estimate of his value. 

The decision of Mrs. Hester Clymer to fore- 
close the mortgage on the property of the St. 
Louis County Fair Association at Dwyer is 
arcusirg considerable interest among local 
bookmakers, and it is Baid that they are already 
making preparations to bid on the property 
and conduct an annual race meeting on its 
track. 

Louis Celia was in Clayton yesterday to con- 
sult with President F. W. Bauchenstein, the 
president of the Fair Association. Mr. Celia 
wants to make some arrangements whereby his 
bid, if be makes any, will in no wise cor flict 
with any of the plans of the association. He is 
especially desirouB of retaining the good will 
and friendship of the Fair Association, as its 
directorate contains in its list a number of 
prominent officials and prominent citiaecs of 
the predominant political party in St. Louis 
County. 

It is cot so much the $8,500 deed of trust on 
the fair grounds property that is bothering the 
steering committee having the matter of dis- 
posing of the grounds in charge as it is a $3,500 
note for which some five or six directors are 
being held individually responsible by the Bt, 
Louis County Bank, from which institution 
money on the cote was obtained. They feel 
certain that the property will bring a price suf- 
ficient to satisfy Mrs. Clymer’s claim, but as 
nearly all the stockholders have promised to 
contribute to replenish the prospective drain 
on the directors, they are trying to devise a plan 
whereby they will not lose a single cent them- 
selves. It is said that the bookies, before they 
obtain the “moral" support they are so anx- 
iously seeking, will have to pledge themselves 
to assist in raising this fund. 

Meanwhile preparations for the sale are con 
tinning. The property will be sold on January 
10, the day originally set.— St. Louis Bepnblie. 

This is how Monk Wayman’s unexpected 
accession of Bpeed Thursday impressed the New 
Orleans Picayune’s turf scribe: “Monk Way- 
man won yesterday. He is a good horse when 
either he takes a notion to bs, the people who 
own him want him to be, or the jockey who 
rides him trieB to make him be. Many claim 
that he is just the kind of a horse that will get 
an innocent man into trouble. It is said that 
he is a sulker. A well-known turfman once said 
that sulking covers a multitude of sins. A turf 
writer cannot conscientiously criticise either an 
owner or jockey on the running of. a horse like 
Monk Waymaa. The right money might be 
down, and every one but the horse might be try- 
ing. A notional horse is a bad betting preposi- 
tion, and one dangerous to have aronnd. He is 
too apt to breed scandal. There is but one ex- 
cuse for Monk Wayman’s improvement over his 
last out. and that is that the race was over a 
distance cf ground, and the pace was not fast 
enough to make hit i sulk.”
